on world problems with a 80 
minute meeting this morning.

In promising that Britain will 
associate herself with the Eu- 
ropean Army.

TUNIS, January 26. — 

HE Tunisian .Jews want 

to. stay here:. particularly 
in the cities. As long as the 
French are in power, the 
Jews are citizens with equal 
rights, different from Moroc- 
co, where they are second 
class citizens. They have been 
considered equals by bath 
French and Arabs and have 
been on good terms with. both. 
There is however great -TSar 
among Jews in Tunis that 
their position is threatened. 

There are 100,000 here of 
whom over 60.000 live in the 
city of Tunis ‘and its suburbs 
In Sousse and Sfax there are 
11,000. These: three 
are Europeanized cities; and 
in them live 70 to 80 per cent 
of the total Jewish popula- 
tion. 

In the city of Tunis, 15,000 live 
in the Aara, the ghetto. I saw 
this unbelievable degradation of 
human life. My guide from the 
Joint and I wound through 
the filthy cobdiestone passage 
ways, passed the shops of 
the Jews selling food and 
other wares, past cripples hud- 
died along the way, begging. 
‘Nowhere can you see so many 
mutilated bodies, ravaged by 
disease. 

Sub-human Conditions 

I saw families living 12, 14 
and 15 in one room, with no 
Sanitation and no furniture. 
In one room we visited, an 
old man lay dying from tu- 
ber@ulosis. He begged us to 
help; he was on the one bed 
in the room. Two women 
were crouched nearby. They 
explaimed that they and the 
remaining 12 members of the 
family slept on the floor. The 
only hope for eventual im- 
provement is the magnificent 
work being done by the Joint 
OR. T. and the affiliated 
prem nh imstitutions for te 
education and health of the

Jews have lived here since 
the days of 
BCE.—French archeologists 
have a theory that some even 
came at the time of Moses.

In 1948, after the establish- 
ment ‘ot Israel, there were 
very serious anti- Jewish riots. 
There is again fear of a re- 
petition; fear that the conflict 
between the nationalist move- 
ment and the French might 
get turned in one way or 
another against the Jews. The 
greatest uneasiness is for the 
Jews in the interior, widely 
scattered. all over the coun- 
try, particularly in the ex- 
treme south. 

Interest in Israel 

In this area there is tre- 
mendous interest in going to 
israel The movement has 
been delayed for medical rea- 
sons, as a higher percentage 
of disease exists in the inte- 
rior, News of bad conditions 
in Israel has also dissuaded 
some people. But with the 
current events in Tunis, the 
Jews in the interior will be 
pushed by terrific fear of 
their safety to go at once. 
Should further incidents 
oecur, it would be expressed 
in immediate movement to 
the cities for protection. Tu- 
nis might soon have to be 
declared a critical area. In 
the south there are in most 
cases only a few hundred 
Jewish families surrounded 
by 50,000 Arabs, completeiv 
outnumbered and in an almost 
helpless situation 

Mr. Nahaum Divinger. 
the Jewish Agency, 
Djerba last week, 375 mile, 
from Tunis. to investigate the 
needs of this ancient Jewish 
community, which still lives 
bv the strict letter of the.
